District Attorney Houts makes 
eight assignments of error in his ap- 
plication for appeal. He contends 
the court erred in dismissing the bill 
and in its failure’ to grant the relie? 
asked by the Government. He says 
the court should have.decreed that 
the Terminal Association and the 
other defendants, including the ralil- 
roads which comprise the association 
were in a combine and conspiracy in 
restraint of trade. 

The next assignment of error is 
that the court should have decreed 
the railroad, ownership .of.the .Ter- 
minal ASsociation constituted ageem- 
bination In restraint of trade. 

The fifth is that the court erred in 
failing to declare null and void the 
operating agreements between the qde- 
fendants and its failure to enjoin the 
carrying out of the agreements. 

The sixth is the failure of the court 
to declare null and void the agree- 
ments under which the -Terminal] As- 
sociation operated the Eads and Mer- 
ecantile bridges and its failure to en- 
join the operation under the agree- 
ments. < 

The District Attorney contends in his 
seventh assignment. that the court 
should have enjoined the Terminal Asso- 
ciation from voting the stock of all its 
subsidiary corporations, and in the 
eighth that it should have enjoined the 
Terminal Association and the railroad 
companies comprising it from voting 
the stock of the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge Terminal Railway Co., the mer- 
chants’ Bridge Co., the Wiggins Ferry 
Co., the Madison, Illinois & St. Louis 
Railroad Co., the St. Louis Transfer 
Railway Co., the Wiggins Car Transfer 
Co., St. Louis Terminal Railway Co., 
Granite City & Madison Belt Railway 
Co. and the East St. Louis Connecting 
Railway Co. 

Under the law, the Tirminal case 
willl take an advanced place on the 
Supreme Court docket. It will prob- 
ably be argued before the Supreme 
Court within six months and a de- 
cision may be expected within a year.

In the presence of 16-year-old Edith 
Newton, the village beauty, her father, 
James Newton, and her sweetheart, Sin- 
gleton Isom, fought a fatal pistol duel, 
resulting in Newton’s death, at Sesser, 
Isom, who is 21 
75 miles 


Franklin County, Ill. 
years old, is in jail at Benton, 
southeast of St. Louis, awaiting a pre- 
liminary hearing on a charge of murder, 
placed against him by a Coroner's jury. 

Newton hatred 


against Isom last winter on. account of 
his attention to the blue-eyed schoolgirl 
and by threats against his life drove 
the youth out of town. He returned 
secretly Saturday afternoon, and, elud- 
ing her father’s vigilance, made his 
presence known to his’ sweetheart. She 
joined him at once and they went to the 
home of Isom’s brother-in-law, Frank 
Page, in Sesser. 

Newton, suspicious of the absence 
of his daughter, armed himself Sun- 
day morning and went in quest of 
her admirer. The fancied wrong done 
his daughter seven months ago 
seemed to half-craze the old man, his 
family say. 

Sunday afternoon Isom, Miss New- 
ton and Isom’s sisters, Mrs. Page and 
Mrs. V. A. Murray, were laughing and 
talking together in the parlor of the 
Page home. Page himself was jn the 
barn. Suddenly the front door WAS 
flung open and-the white- haire~ 
father, with a revolver in his hand, 
stood at the threshold. -Without a 
word he fireg point blank at Isom. 

At the sound of the shot the wom- 
en fled shrieking through the back 
door. As they reached the yard, they 
heard a second shot, and Isom sprang, 
unharmed, through the rear qoor. He 
whirled at the stoop and drawing: a 
revolver fired back into the house. 


A few moments later Newton stag- 
gered out at the front door and ap- 
peared at the corner of the house. He 
kept himself from falling by leaning 
against the wall. But the sight of his 
enemy fleeing towards the barn nerved 
him to a last effort. He drew himself 
erect, took aim, missed and fell dead. 
Isom’s bullet had entered his right 
breast, penetrated the lung and passed 
completely through the body. 

The girl, for whom the deadly battle 
had. been fought, recoiled in horror from 
the slayer of her father, and begged 
with sobs to be taken home. Her moth- 
er, surnmoned to the scene. took her in 
her arms and led hér, half-fainting, to 
her home, where the girl is prostrated. 

Isom made no attempt to escape, but 
waited at the Page house until the ar- 
rival of Constable Frank Montgomery, 
to whom he surrendered.

SAN DIEGO, Cals Aug. 1—Bert S. 


Durham, a former city frreman, in a fit 
of revenge early today turned in a 
false alarm of fire, and when his former 


fellow workmen responded, fired a vol- 
ley of shots at them, killing one and 
probably fatally injuring two others. 
Durham then ran to his home and with 
a piece of steel wrapped in a handker- 
chief beat. his wife and baby about 
their heads as they lay asleep, killing 
both. ¥ 

All of the policemen of the city, 
most of whom: knew Durham, were 
sent out to search for the frenzied 
man. He boarded a car in the resi- 
dence section’ of the city and rode 
quietly. to the Plaza, in the center of the 
business district, where he put a bullet 
into his brain. 

Durham was dropped from the Fire 
Department severai months ago for in- 
subordination. He had a reputation for 
being quarrelsome and the men who 
worked with him believe that he is in- 
sane. Durham ‘had a grudge against 
Capt. Sampsell, under whom he formerly 
worked, and on whose complaint he was 
discharged. 

: Karly this morning he went to a fire- 
alarm box in the outskirts of the city, 
turned in an alarm, and when Capt. 
Sampsell and his engine crew eran up 
opened fire on them, 

Driver Shot Dead. 

At the first*shot Driver Don Grant 
fell from his seat to the ground, dead, 
with a bullet in his head. The second 
bullet pierced Horseman Guy Elliott 
in the stomach. Durham then fired 
twice at Sampsell, both bullets piercing 
Sampsell’s lungs. 

Two more shots at other members of 
the crew went wild, after which Dur- 
ham drew another pistol and with_ it 
he covered his retreat as he start 
run from Assistant Chief Snedecor, 
who had driven up in answer to the 
fire alarm. 

As he disappeared in the darkness 
Durham, shouted back to the Chief, 
“Tell my wife I am going to kill my- 
self.”

PALESTINDE, Tex., Aug. 1.—The situ- 
ation in the southern part of this coun- 
ty, where negroes were slaughtered by 
bands of white men, is still critical. A 
troop of State cavalry afrived here this 
morning from Austin by special train, 
and as soon as it was disembarked it 
left for the scene of the trouble. Capt. 
L. H. Younger is in commance. 

Three negroes were shot and killed 
over the line in Houston County yester- 
day. It is stated that negro refugees 
from the Slocum and Denison communi- 
ties are being followed as they make 


them have been killed. 

It is now reported that 25 dead bodies 
of negroes have been found scattered 
along the roads. and lying in the fields. 
More than one hundred negroes are still 
missing, but it is believed that many of 
them are in hiding. 

No effort is being made to bury the 
dead bodies except in the case of six 
who were killed in the Slocum com- 
munity yesterday. The bodies of the 
other victims were left for the buzzards. 

A «special grand jury was convened 
here today by Judge Gardner. He his 
ordered a thorough investigation into 
‘the wholesale killing of the negroes.

FOR MURDER Ot 
SALOON KEEPER 


Three Machinists Answer 
Description of Hold-Up 
Bandits. 4 








RUNNING AWAY 





‘Killed Proprietor When He 


Resisted the Robbery 
Late at Night. 





Three railroad machinists, whose 


names and addresses are in possession 
of the police. are believed to have held 
up and killed John W. Bruening, a sa- 


loon keeper and grocer at 2958 Clark 
avenue. Their Homes were put under 
surveillances Monday, and detectives 
watched their usual loafing places. 

Bruening was shot late Saturday right 
in his saloon at 2958 Clark avenue when 
he ‘gave battle to one of three armed 
‘“héld-up’” men. The man stepped over 
Bruening’s body, rifled the cash register 
and. ran with his companions south on 
Montrose avenue. 

William McKernan of 2952 Clark ave- 
nue, Frank Bambrick of 3011 Clark ave- 
nue and Frank McCune of 2645 Biaine 
avenue, who were in the saloon, were 
unable Sunday to identify three sus- 
pects arrested, and they were released. 
The eyewitnesses to the shooting do 
not know the three machinists now 
suspected, ‘but say they believe they 
could identify them if caught. 

A man well acquainted with the ma- 


chinists saw them running south on 


Montrose avenue just after ll p. m., the 
hour at which Bruening was shot. They 
were bound toward the railroad yards, 
and may have caught a passing freight. 
How much they got from the cash regis- 
ter is not known. Before they robbed it 
they took $4 from McKernan and $1 
from McCune. They put a nickel into 
an automotic piano in the saloon and 
started a noisy march before drawing 
their weapons and commanding the 
others to hold up their hands. 

A strike is in progress at the Missouri 
Pacific machine shops, and it is said 
that the machinists suspected are among 
the strikers. They were acquainted with 
Bruening, and had: drunk in his place. 


Leader a Big Man. 

McKernan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the robber who seemed the 
leader was a big man, better-dressed 
than the others, and cool-headed. The 
others were poorly dressed, and their 
faces were blackened as if from cin- 
ders or smoke. The one who shot Bruen- 
ing seemed frightened, and his hands 
trembled as: he hesitated in indecision 
before shooting Bruening. It was stil] 
shaking when he took the money from 
the cash drawer, and the leader smiled. 

Bruening laughed when the leader 
commanded all in the saloon to throw 
up their hands, McKernan said, appar- 
ently believing the “hold-up” was a 
joke. He did not realize that the in- 
truders were in earnest until one went 
behind the bar. 

Edna, the 7-year-old daughter of the 
saloon keeper, was asleep upstairs, and 
did not know her father had been killed 
Sunday morning. The single shot fired 
did not waken her. 

In addition to the special men detailed 
to watch for the suspects, a general po- 
lice order was issued for their arrest. 
If they do not return to their homes 
Monday, surrounding towns will be noti- 
fied on the theory that they got out of 
town after the robbery and murder.

the seven judges of the Supreme Court 
decided today against the contention of 
the Republican State Committee in the 
matter of Submitting a constitutional 
amendment at the. November election 
which provides for rearranging the State 
$enatorial districts. 

It was proposed to submit the proopsi- 
tion under initiative and referendum pe- 
titiong which were presented to Secre- 
tary of State Roach. That official re- 
fused to file the petitions July 7. Man- 
damus proceedings were instituted 
against him by Judge John W. Halli- 
burton of Carthage, president of the 
State Bar Association and a personal 
and political friend of Roach. 

The four judges who hold that the sec- 
retary of state did not exceed his au- 
thority in refusing to file the~-petitions 
were Judges Fox, Graves, Gantt and 
Burgess. Judges Lamm and ‘ Woodsor 
dissented and Judge Valfiant being ab- 
sent, did not sit in the case. The lat- 
ter two are Democrats. Judge Lamm 1s 
a Republican. Judge Woodson filed a 
short dissenting opinion and Judge 
Lamm merely dissented without filing 
any opinion. 

Legislative Action Under False Name. 

Judge Fox filed the concurring opinion. 
He holds that the proposed amendment 
is not an amendment within the mean- 
ing of the constitution, but a legisla-

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THE PRIMARIES. 

The Post-Dispatch emphasizes all it has said 
concerning the duty of citizens to vote in their 
party primaries. The present primary law is 
faulty. The number of the franchised voters is 
very great—at least one-third of the total. But 
if the 90,000 voters on the registration lists vote, 
we have no fear of the result. The votes of good 
citizens will prevail over the votes of those who 
are serving corrupt bosses and special interests. 

There is a vital issue in the Republican party. 
The attempt to revive Howe bossism through the 
use of the Mayor’s power and patronage is part 
of a conspiracy to capture the Municipal Assem- 
bly next spring for the Terminal and its allied 
interests. It is an effort to gain control of the 
Republican organization for the interests. The 
attempt should be defeated by the election of 
anti-Howe tandidates. 

Wherever possible, the Democratic voters 
should resist and defeat the plan to turn their 
party organization over to the syndicate of inter- 
ests. 

For Congress, the Democratic voters should 
nominate men who will support Democratic prin- 
ciples and policies and who will be creditable 
representatives. In the Eleventh and Twelfth 
Districts are several acceptable candidates for se- 
lection. The Post-Dispatch indicates today the 
men whose records are not acceptable. 

The judiciary nominations are of prime im- 
portance. Without attempting to select candi- 
dates among a number of good men, the Post- 
Dispatch properly calls attention to candidates 
who have been tried on the bench. Three men 
on the Republican ticket—Judges Homer, Fisch- 
er and Kinsey—have good records and are ap- 
proved by the Bar Association. One, Judge With- 
row, has a good record, although he is not ap- 
proved by the association. On the Democratic 
ticket, Judge Sale has a good record and the ap- 
proval of the Bar Association.

Sheppard Breaks World’s 
Record Despite a Gale

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Under unfavor- 
able conditions Melvin W. Sheppard, 
the phenomenal middle-distance runner 
of the Irish American Athletic club, 
added another world’s record to his 
credit yesterday afternoon at Celtic 
Park. At the games of the Standard 
and Eccentric engineers he traveled 
two-thirds of a mile in 2 minutes 45 2-5 
seconds and clipped a fifth of a second 
from the World's mark made last year 
by Emilio Lunghi, the great Italian 
runner. It was Sheppard's sixth record- 
breaking performance within the last 
two months. 

And while “Shep” was towering this 
famous mark Dan Ahearn, another rep- 
resentative of the Irish American A. C.; 
ledped to a new record distance. In two 
hops and a jump he covered 61 feet 7 
inches, adding three-quarters of an inch 
to the world’s mark he set up last 
May. 

Sheppard’s performance was marvel- 
ous. The wind blew a small gale and 





the track, made cuppy by the sprink- 
ling on it of barrels of oil, was ex- 
ceedingly slow, So bad were the con- 
ditions that before the contest “Shep” 
had no idea he would cover the 4dis- 
tance in reoord time. « When he was 
called to his mark by the officials he 
Was angry and blurted out: “I don't 
see why you can’t postpone this for 
an hour or two.

Professor Hall Declares 
Young Giris Must Flirt. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Aug. 1.—G. 
Stanley Hall, president of’ Clark Uni- 
versity, who is an expert on the psy- 
chology of Cupid, asserts that flirting 
is a natural quality of girlhood, and 
is not harmful if not indulged in to 
excess. He establishes the dictum that 
flirting is specially natural to young 
girls. 

“IT believe that by no act’ of Parilia- 
ment or of Congress or by any man- 
made law can you change human nature 
to any great extent. As (flirting is 
hereditary, it must remain impervious 
through all time to man’s edict. 

“Flirting, which may be harmless. if 
not carried too far, is woman's safety 
vaive. A girl needs to flirt if she is 
young and full of spirits, and geferally 
it does her no injury. She is less serious 
in her little flirtations than might be 
supposed, being given to extravagance 
of word and phrase. 

“Woman is delightfully effervescent 
in her actions, and so her ability for 
really deep feeling while in her teens 
has been often questioned. I doubt if 
any girl in her teens was ever seriously 
in love. The man who puts his trust in 
the emotions of a girl in re is in 
dangerous waters. 

“Flirting is the most natural recreation 


of girls. Golf, tennis, canoeing and all 
sports followed by men or women are 
tame to the young girl without the tinc- 
ture of that which seems to be love. The 
golf links and the tennis courts’ would 
be deserted by femininity if thereon, with 
his armament of bow and arrows and 
quiver, Cupid did not attend.’’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—The statue 
of Gen. Robert E. Lee will remain in 
Statuary Hall in the Capitol, Attorney- 
Wickersham having formally

idecided that there is no law which would 


permit its removal. The opinion was 
sent to President Taft at Beverly, Mass., 
who approved it without comment. / 
In his opinion the Attorney-General 
says: | 
I have read the resolutions adopted 
by the Department of New York, 
Grand Army of the Republic, - at 


Syracuse, on July 23, and the com- 
munications of Hon. James H. Tan- 
ner with respect to them. 

The act of July 2, 1864, referred to, 
applies for the creation of suitable 
structures and railings in the old 
hall of the House of Representatives 
for the reception and protection of 
statuary, and the statute authorizes 
the President to invite aach and all 
the states to provide and furnish 
statues in marble or bronze, not ex - 
ceeding two in number, for each 
State of deceased persons who have 
been citizens thereof and illustrious 
for their historic renown or from 
distinguished civic or military servy- 
ices, such as each state shall deem 
worthy of this national commemora- 
tion. 

It is now 45 years since the 
Civil War closed. Robert E. Lee 
has come to be generally recog- 
nized as typifying not only all 
that was best in the cause to 
which at the behest of his na- 
tive State he gave his servicea, 
but also the most loyal and un- 
murmuring acceptance of the com- 
plete overthrow of that causa 
That the State of Virginia should 
designate him as one illustrious 
for distinguished military service 
is therefore natural and that his 
statue should be clothed in Con- 
federate uniform, thus eloquently 
testifying to the fact that a 
magnanimous country hag com- 
pletely forgiven an unsuccessful 
effort to destroy the Union, and 
that that statue Should be ac- 
cepted in the national statuary 
hall as the symbol of the accept- 
ance without misgiving of a com- 
plete surrender and a renewed 
loyalty, should surely prevoke no 
opposition. 

Therefore, under the existing law, 
I am of the opinion that no objec- 
tion can be lawfully made to the 
placing in Statuary Hall of a statue 
of Robert E. Lee, clothed in the 
Confederate uniform. 

The statue has been in Statuary Hall 
for some years, but has never been 
formally accepted. The noted soldier 
is shown in the uniform of a Confed- 
erate general.
